FAITH, HOPE an

BY THE time you read this, hear 
ings should be under way im Wash 
ington, conducted by the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture on the 
subject of “Exports and Imports and 
Ther Effect On Farm Pnce Support 
Programs.” 

In these hearmgs hes the FATTH 
of the wool growers in their industry, 
ther HOPE for the future AND 
their demand for PARTTY based on 
the American standard of living 

The Allied Wool Industry Com 
mittee has become the spearhead of 
the drive by all segments of the 
domestic wool industry to present the 
case of the growers and handlers and 
their need for tariff protection from 
cheap labor-produced subsdized 
foreign wools which have broken the 
American wool market price. 

‘The Allied committee, formed at 
the industry meeting in Denver earl 
last February, is now coordinating 
efforts of the National Wool Grow 
ers Association, National Wool Mar 
keting Corporation, the various State 
Wool Growers Associations, — the 
Western Wool Handlers Association, 
the ‘Texas wool warehousemen and 
the domestic segment of the Boston 
Wool ‘Trade 

The hearings before the Senate 
committee are expected to last from 
four to five weeks, with officials of 
Government, the general farm organ 
izations and even the mass production 


proponents of “free trade with ne 
tariffs,” such as the automobile in 
dustry, to testify first. Then the van 
ous commodity groups wall be heard 
on their problems. Some of the groups 
will present their story of the need 
for cxport markets while others like 
wool, bemg damaged so badly by 
unports, wall present their case on 
the need for protection. 

In order to permit the wool indus 
try and similarly affected commodity 
groups to present a solution as well as 
to testify on the problem, a dis 
tinguished group of senators, headed 
by Senator Karl Mundt of South 
Dakota, a senior member of the Com 
mittee on Agriculture, have introduc 
ed parity. tariff bill called the 
“Panty Protection Amendment to the 
\gnicultural Act of 1949.” 

The bill is extremely simple. It 
states its purpose as “A Bill to amend 
the Agncultural Act of 1949, as 
amended, to strengthen Amerncan 
agnculture and reduce the cost. of 
price-support operations.” 


Phe proposed act only two 
paragraphs long. It says 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in) Con 
gress assembled, ‘That section 401 of 
the Agricultural Act of 1949, as 
amended, is amended by adding the 
following new subsection 

“(e) Whenever the Secretary shall 


make price support available to any 
commodity, the Secretary of — the 
Ireasury shall be notified shall 
be advised the parity price of such 
commodity for the marketing season. 
Upon receipt of this notice the Secre 
tary of the ‘Treasury shall impose and 
collect such duty or additional duty 
on all imports of such commodity as 
is necessary so that the duty paid 
price in United States dollars is not 
less than the paritv price.” 

The storv behind the necessity for 
legislation of this kind is just as 
sunple. It is not alone that the wool 
growers have seen their prices decline 
5] percent in a penod of 20 months. 
Actually, all agnculture now. stands 
at a crossroads of decisions which 
must be made in the immediate 
future by the Congress and the new 
administration 

The foreign trade program of the 
United States on the one hand and 
the farm support program the 
other hand, are in deep conflict 

President Eisenhower campaigned 
for office on the platform of Govern 
ment attempting to help the farmer 
find “parity in the Market place.” 
Ihe President is committed to a 
program ot cCncouragimng foreign trade, 

Thus, when coupled with the laws 
now im effect, the Nation stands com 
mitted to a policy of cncouraging 
foreign trade and also to a policy of 
Amencan agriculture at 
or near parity — levels The goals 
sought in these two policies cannot 
be successfully and practically achiev 
ed unless the policy on foreign trade 
takes into consideration the policy on 
maintaining agricultural prices at 
parity. AND, both policies the

Advisory Committee Meeting 
At Sonora Makes Plan Study 


THE ADVISORY committee met at 
call of President Metcalfe on April 20 
at Sonora to study and approve the 
1952 audit, consider methods of rais 
ing funds for use of the Allied Wool 
Industry Committee and hear plans 
for local promotion of lamb 

Ihe audit by Jones, Freeze and 
Hay of the 1952 fiscal vear was ap 
proved 

Phe entire background and purpose 
of the Allied Wool Industry Com 
mittee was discussed by Ray Wil 
loughby. He also mentioned that of 
the approximately $18,000 needed by 
the Committee, Cahfornia had con 
tributed over $4,500, ‘Texas $3,000 
(including $500 contributed by Wil 
loughby), Montana $1,000, Colorado 
$1,000, Wyoming, a token payment 
of $100. It was brought out that an 
other $2,000 to $2,500 from Texas 


would be sufficient for the immediate 
need 

It was decided to send a letter to 
all members whose regular ducs werc 
$5.00 per year and more asking them 
to send an extra $1.00 per bag. The 
funds raised would be for the use of 
the Allied Wool Industry Commit 
tee and other Association purposes 
It was also decided to send the smaller 
warchouses a copy of the letter and 
ask their help. ‘Vhe warehouses would 
be asked to help. 

Several letters to Byron Wilson 
written im answer to one from him re 
questing constructive criticism of the 
American Wool Council were dis 


cussed 

After lunch the Committee heard 
1 report from Dick Alexander and 
Mrs. John Alexander on lamb promo 
tion. It was reported that all but one 


commission firm in Fort Worth had 
agreed to deduct 2¢ per head against 
the sale of all sheep and lambs (should 
the lamb promotion plan be formally 
adopted and approved). ‘These pro- 
ceeds were to be used for lamb pro 
motion exclusively. A commuttee was 
to visit the San Antonio firms later 
One cent would be sent to the Na 
tional Livestock and Meat Board and 
one cent retained for local promotion 

Mrs. John Alexander outhned work 
she had been doing in promoting the 
sale and use of lamb — especially the 
new cured or pickled leg put out ex 
perimentally by Swift. She said funds 
were needed for traveling expenses and 
for guaranteeing the packer that these 
legs would be sold 

The advisory committee approved 
the plan subject to approval by M. J 
Cook, Director, Packers and Stock- 
vards Division, U.S.D.A. of the de 
duction. Funds so raised would be 
kept in a separate account bv the 
agency collecting

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PARITY PROTECTION 
BILL IN SENATE — S. 1538 


The Parity Protection Bill 3§ 
was introduced in the United States 
»enate on April st by Senator 
headed by Senator Kari E. Mundt of 


South Dakota. The other sponsor Sena 
tors are Francis Case, South Dakota 
Wallace F. Bennett, Utah; Arthur 
Watkins, Utah; Herman Welker, tdah 
Henry C. Dworshak, Idaho; Hugh But 
ler Nebraska Guy Cordon, Oregon 
Pat McCarran Nevada Milton R 
Young, North Dakota; Edward J. Thye 
Minnesota; Edwin C. Johnson, Colorad

cost to the taxpayers must be con 
sidered. 

These conflicts, now existing, have 
plunged the domestic wool industry 
into a depression in the midst of an 
all-time high period in national in- 
come, and eventually made domes 
tic production of wool unprofitabk 
fiom a private cnterpris¢ standpoint 

If agriculture and the wool indu 
try can obtain Parity Protection rather 
than taxpayer payoffs, then the indu 
try can build a sound economy under 
private enterprise and all agriculture 
could support a program of develop 
ing foreign trade. And the cost of 
both foreign aid and farm supports 
could be cut for the taxpavers while 
still preserving the American standard 
of living 

There 1s no doubt that this posi- 
tion will be strongly opposed by many 
groups. ‘The slogan of “trade, not 
aid,” started by Great Britain, has 
become almost the theme song of 
the free traders. ‘There has been ex 
penditure of big publicity funds 
already these publicists have 
made it sound almost like an Amer- 
ican idea. ‘They give no explanation 
of what “trade, not aid” means « 
what actual results could be accom 
plished. America has the lowest 
tariffs now of any of the nations with 
whom we are asked to increase our 
tracdk 


The mass production industries 
headed by the automobile manufac 
turers maimtain that America must 
adopt a policy of free trade in order 
to develop export markets for these 
muiss producing industries 

They forget that free trade, which 
would wipe out many small industries 
and much of American agriculture, 
would destroy the best market in the 
world, At the present time American 
workers im agriculture and industry 
can all afford to own a Ford. But 
Henry Ford might learn, if he is suc- 
cessful in inaugurating a free trade 
policy, that no wool grower or sheep 
herder would have the money to buy 
another Ford. ‘Thus would begin the 
destruction of the market that makes 
possible the efficiency of mass produ: 
ing industries 

Evidence that the Congress is be 
coming more aware every day of the 
need for protection for American 
agriculture is seen in the speeches 
being made on the floor that point 
out the fallacy of using free trade as a 
panacea to the problem of cost of 
world aid. It would mean the lower- 
ing of the American standard of 
living to the standard of living of the 
countries we are trving to help rather 
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than lifting them to a higher stand 
ard of living in their own country 

Congressman Wesley D'Ewart. ot 
Montana, author of the Parity Protec 
tion Amendment Bill pending in the 
House of Representatives, points out 
that the wool industry is an outstand 
ing example of the havoc that can be 
created im American agriculture. It 
has been forced to curtail production 
almost 50 percent fen vears 
through inability. to compete with 
subsidized and cheap-labor produced 
foreign wools, while our Government 
not only stood by, insofar as protec 
tion to the domestic producers was 
concerned, but actually aided im the 
destruction of this once great seg 
ment of American agriculture 

policy, savs D’ Ewart, has been 
continued despite the fact that al 
most two vears ago the Defense De 
partment warned that America was in 
an indefensible position from a stand 
pomt of national defense unless we 
doubled the wool production of the 
United States. ‘This, because every 
pound of wool classified as a strategic 
war material which has to be import 
ed, must be brought over supply line: 
from 6,000 to 12,000 miles long. In 
the event of war that would mean 
more ships required and protection 
would have to be furnished against 
underwater attacks, surface attack and 
attack by air. ‘This im turn would 
mean not only tying up badly needed 
equipment but tremendous man 
power undertaking 

It also would mean the contimucd 
wasting of the natural resources of 
the range areas of the United States 


where much of the grass and feed 
crop can be harvested only by sheep 
if the Nation is to obtam anv good 
from these resources 

Congressman D’Ewart has request 
ed the chairman of the House Agn 
culture Committee to hold hearings 
on this parity protection bill in- the 
immediate future but no date has vet 
been set 

This is no easv task that the wool 
industry has set itself in fighting for 
protection ot their industry ind thei 
homes and ranges. Powerful, orga 
nized and well-financed groups im this 
country and abroad have launched an 
intensive attack to trv to lower even 
the present tarff rates Phe phght of 
the wool grower 1s such that he can 
not continue im business unless the 
present tanff rate is raised. The sheep 
growers in almost 90 percent of th 
cases already have to finance, even to 
the extent of mortgaging their capital 
investments of land and equipment 
in order to stay in business 

The Allied Wool Industry Com 
mittee and the participating Organiza 
tions down to the imdividual grower 
with them determination to correct 
this unfair position they have been 
placed in, are fighting now with then 
backs to the wall. However, we be 
lieve we can get a hearing, not just 
before the Congress, but before the 
American people, and this almost last 
ditch stand of the wool growers is a 
fight based upon faith im the industn 
hope for the future and an honest be 
hef that the American people do want 
parity based on the American standard 
of living

DESPITE CONSTANT demands bi 
legislative leaders in both the Senate 
ind House of Representatives, Scere 
tary of ‘Treasury George M. Humph 
rey, has not vet handed down a deci 
ion im connection with the request 
that “countervailing duties” be im 
posed on wool being shipped to the 
United States from nations which 
subsidize their export or use curren

The request was first made on the 
new Secretary of the Treasury im mid 
hebruarv. Under the countervailing 
duties provision (Section 303 of the 
lariff Act) the Secretary of the Trea 
sury 1s required to raise the duties on 
inv import into the United State 
where the exporting country has used 
my method to pay a “subsidy 
premium: to ¢ xporters who ship iti 
the United States, equal to amount 
of the subsidy or premium

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Buffelgrass Meeting With 
Favor in the Southwest 


By W. M. NIXON

THE ATTENTION of farmers and 
ranchers of the Southwest is now cen 
tered on buffelgrass, relatively new 
and one of the most promising of the 
introduced grasses 

As is the case with many new plants 
and farming techniques, hope has run 
ahead of the established factual in 
formation about buffelgrass. Many 
who have tried it with undue opti 
mism have been disappointed. On the 
other hand, farmers and ranchers, who 
have planted buffelgrass in areas 
where it is known to do well have 
used care in seeding methods and 
have given thought to proper man 
agement, are most enthusiastic about 
its value 

Several selections of buffelgrass, 
brought) from South Africa, were 
planted in 1946 at the Soil Conserva 
tion nursery in San Antonio, ‘Texas. 
Since then the SCS and Agncultural 
Experiment Stations of the Southwest 
have been working with buffelgrass to 
determine its usefulness, its adaptabil

At the San Antonio nursery the 
selection bearing Accession Number 
1-4464 was chosen for seed increase 
because it had immediately showed 
promising results. We made a founda 
tion planting of mine acres at the

Other farmers and ranchers have 
established sources of buffelgrass seed. 
Poday there is an ample supply of the 
seed. Until last vear all efforts were 
directed toward creating a seed source 
but in 1952 buffelgrass was used quite 
widely for grazing and hay and several 
tarmers and ranchers report satisfac- 
tion with it. 

The Osborne Ranch in the Start 
County Soil Conservation District of 
Fexas reports favorably on a dryland 
seeding of buffelgrass, King Ranch 
bluestem, birdwoodgrass, and Leh 
mann and Boers lovegrass on sandy 
soils. ‘The grasses furmshed consider 
able grazing even during the three 
exceptionally dry vears that have been 
experienced in south ‘Texas. 

Ivan White, a cooperator with the 
Willacy - Hidalgo Soil Conservation 
District in the Rio Grande Valley, be- 
heves that buffel is the best grass he 
has on his place, his grasses including 
KR bluestem, slender grama, blue 
panicum and others. Cattle graze the 
buffelgrass readilv, Mr. White reports. 
He found that his milk production 
doubled shortly after his cows were 
put in his field of buffelgrass. Be- 
tween August 4 and the last week of 
November 1952. three cuttings of 
buffelgrass on irrigated land yielded 
a total of about seven tons of hav an 
acre. Fed on this hay, his cattle came 
through the winter in good shape and 
sold for top: prices 

There is still a need for more re- 
search and field experience regarding 
the forage production and grazing 
management of buffelgrass. Informa 
tion is needed also regarding its range 
of chmatic adaptation. Much of this 
information should soon be available 
fiom plantings at experiment stations 
and field trial plantings this vear in 
north ‘Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
Louisiana. 

\nvone im oan 
adaptability of buffelgrass has not 
been defimitelv established would 
probably find it to his advantage to 
check with the local Soil Conserva- 
tion Service men or the Counts 
Agent before making any plans_ to 
seed buffelgrass. ‘There are many 
good, productive native and introduc 
ed grasses that are adapted to any 
given locality. It that any 
one grass 1s adapted to all soils on any 
individual farm or ranch or will meet 
all forage requirements. Farmers and 
ranchers have found that it’s wise to 
have all available information before 
going overboard for any one grass. 
From what we know of it now, buffel 
seems to be another of the good 
introduced grasses. It is rapidly taking 
its place with the many proved native 
grasses and a few other introduced 
grasses on farms and ranches of the 
Southwest.

(2) Intensive study by specialists 
within the Agriculture Department of 
substitutes for present price supports 
that would reduce federal farm spend 
ing. Farmer-financed price imsurance 
is getting special attention as one of 
the possible answers. Also, multiple 
or two-price systems; private crop 
loans to farmers that would be guar

(3) Present plan of Benson & Co 
is to take results of commodity com 
mittee and department studies before 
Congress starting early next vear. If 
they were acceptable in whole or in 
part, new legislation could be expect 
ed to take effect starting in 1955 
Meanwhile, next fall, Congress itself 
expects to sound out the opimon 
of farmers themselves in “grass roots”

The care which goes imto— the 
manufacture of the spravers and peat 
burners manufactured by this com 
pany has brought im good dividends 
of increased business and a feeling of 
satisfaction of domg a job well 

The personnel includes Jack Mani 
com, foreman of an aggressive force 
of workmen; R. M. Casev, head 
welder foreman; Mrs. L. I. Cross, Jr., 
office supervisor; and Mr, Woodward, 
general manager 

One of the reasons why the organ- 
ization has grown has been its atten 
tion to details and one of these has 
been the prompt servicing of orders.

National Has Long Time Record 
On Fort Worth Livestock Market 


Editor's Note 

This is the first in a series of articles 
which will appear in this section on the 
livestock commission men operating on 
the Fort Worth livestock market 


THE PRESENT president, James 
Beasley (Jim) Young, came with the 
National Livestock Commission Com- 
mission Company during the depres 
sion davs which hit the cattle busi 
ness in 1919 — blue days which broke 
many ranchmen in the southwest 
During these days the firm had a 
tough time getting along and 
although severely hurt by the depres- 
sion no customer of the firm was hurt 
through business with the National. 

It was in 1919 that Jim Young 
came into the business activities of 
the organization. Until his death im 
1935, W. B. (Ben) Young was presi 
dent and he numbered his frends in 
the livestock business by the thou 
sands. 

The National Livestock Commis- 
sion Company was organized in 
Chicago in 18$8 by the Kelley Bro- 
thers, Chas. and ‘Tom, who made an 
outstanding success the livestock 
commission business. ‘They operated 
in ‘Texas im and cach vear 
thereafter and held interests in the 
livestock industry in this state until 
the time of their death. Their rep 
resentatives were buying and_ selling 
livestock in Fort Worth long before 
Peter Smith set up a small packing 
plant on the bank of Marne Creck 
in North Fort Worth 

Phe National Livestock Commis 
sion Company was first incorporated 
in 1895 with seven directors, and in 
1911 a new company supplanted it 
This meorporation took place Sep 
tember 11 and the mcorporators were 
A. Crowley, A. B. Hamm = and 
Chas. Kelley 

When the Livestock Exchange 
Building was erected in 1902 on the 
Fort Worth Stock Yards, along with 
the packing plants, Swift and Armour, 
the National Livestock Commission

in the building ever since 

he business done by the National 
Livestock Commission Company has 
consisted of buving livestock on order 
and selling on order. In the past, other 
phases of livestock selling and buying 
have been carried on by the company 
‘The personnel of the organization 
has been composed of some of the 
most famous identities the live 
stock industry of the southwest 
Many old timers such as Ben Young, 
who was an all-around salesman with 
more than 35 vears standing in the 
vards, have become almost legendary 
figures and have special niches in the 
historv of the livestock imdustry and 
in the hearts of the livestock men 


Crowley was star salesman 
for many vears. Then there was Ben 
Davis, cattle salesman and later mavor 
ot Fort Worth, F. B. Hamm, who 
became one of the southwest's out 
standing peace officers, Homer ‘Trout, 
Jim Farmer, Bud Daggett, John Dag 
gett, John F. Grant, who was later a 
prominent Fort Worth city. official, 
Charles Hadley, George Beggs, Sr, 
who built a famous reputation as 
representative of the Chicago Cattle 
Loan Company, as well as one of the 
keenest livestock experts, Charles 
Breedlove, still active, although most 
of the old timers who stomped the 
alleys and scanned the pens have long 
since passed out of the livestock 
picture 

Then there was a time not so long 
ago when two well known. livestock 
commission men bought an amazing 
number of sheep throughout — the 
southwest, clearing them through the 
National Livestock Commission Com 
pany. ‘These two men were Si Bover 
and Al DuMaim. Mr. Bover is now 
living at Bedford, near Fort Worth, 
and has retired from active livestock 
trading, although retaining keen 
interest in the industry.

The contest is an annual affair 
held by Mr. and Mrs. Miles Pierce at 
their Altuda Ranch for students in 
the range animal husbandry depart 
ment of Sul Ross College.

Moreover replacement 
cattle buving has been hand-to 
mouth, except for a few bands of 
name-brand ‘Texas steer calves and 
light vearlings simply because as vet 
buvers do not know what they can 
safely pay and sellers do not know 
what to ask. Having laid im several 
ciops of thin cattle runiously high, 
cormbelt and commercial — feedlots 
insist, as usual that the West will 
have to get awav down on both feeder 
cattle and lambs. Scrutiny of prices 
out west and Southwest at the 
moment, however, might suggest that 
if price levels crumble much more, 
taxes, wages and interest rates being 
what thev are, the game will not 
merit the candle.

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Native Plants That 
You Will Enjoy 


By JEWELL CASEY 


Ihe GRASS VIOLET (Tradescantia 
gigantia) or Spiderwort, a tall hand 
some plant reaching a height of 2 or 
3 feet, is sometimes scen m woods 
and thickets, on moist banks of 
ditches and creeks, or on rocky hill 
sides 

The beautiful blue to rosy-purple, 
3-petalled flowers, with six hairy 
stamen-stalks, tipped with golden 
anthers, appear m clusters of several 
it tips of stout floral stalks. Only a 
few flowers open at one time, the 
ones im the center opening first 
usually about noon ind closing 
within two hours 

The long, wavv-margined, grass-like 
leaves are sometimes colorful, 
bnght purple underneath and rich 
green on top. This plant is very pretty 
when planted beside lily pools, and it 
thnves rich soil with plenty of 
moisture. Once started, the plant will 
come out from roots in. early spring 
for many vears 


BLUE ‘TENAS STAR (Ansoma_ tex 
ana) a tall, slender and erect plant 
with grass-like leaves growing to the 
top, is noticeable because of its flat 
topped clusters of pale blue, star- 
shaped blossoms. ‘There are many 
flowers to each plant and they grow 
in loose clusters at the ends of the 
branches 

Phe plants attam a height of 1 to 2 
feet and have a long flowering scason 
Thev are almost exactly the same 
pretty shade of blue as the plumbago, 
a favorite garden plant. Because of 
their endurimg qualities, the 
Texas Stars are admirable im mixed 
floral arrangements 


Thc Highway Department ts

shade of bluish-green slightly touch 
ed with a silvery sheen, combine with 
the large snow-white blossoms, with 
petals as fine and soft as tissue paper, 
and plump knobs of golden colored 


stamens, in making the poppy a ven 
attractive plant 

Because it drops its petals so quick 
lv, the poppy has no value as a cut 
flower, but a clump of this lovel 
wilding adds charm to any wild 
flower plot. The plants grow casih 
from seed and readily adapt them 
selves to cultivation, showing a prefer 
ence for nich, sandy loam, plenty of 
sunshine and not too much water. | 
When petals gall, pods should be cut 
off, therebv prolonging the flowering 
season

but have time to graze first. Full 
ewes won't leave a sick lamb. after 
marking. Lambs are never marked 
after dinner. Never more than 400 
ewes are run in a pasture. Most of 
the waterings are im large water lots 
which helps m penning the sheep 
Shearers are moved to the sheep 
Thev seldom move sheep through a 
pasture for shearmg and usually shear 
in five or six different places 

Several vears ago, ear ticks were so 
bad the stock had to be individually 
doped An intensive spraying pro 
gram, with DDT and BHC, has chm 
inated this extra work and handling 

Plenty of good clean water is a 
must in milk production. While feed 
Ing is going on, all water troughs arc 
cleaned every other day twice a 
week the rest of the time 

Rams on the Peterson Ranch get 
their hors sawed off every winter 
This vear they got by because of the 
prolonged drouth. It makes them 
look a little odd to someone not used 
to seeing this done, but Buster savs 
he doesn’t mind how it makes them 
look. He is interested resutls It 
stops the fighting and thev go 
through a cutting chute just like a 
ewe 

“Range improvement is crosswavs 
with our breeding,” Doolev savs, then 
explains this thought-provoking state 
ment. “If we are stocked hghth 
cnough to permit ranges to improve, 
we must have more feed than the 
stock can eat and they get too fat 
Overtat sheep and cattle are difficult 
to breed, so we have to crowd them 
up to take off flesh and this beats 
some of our Country up again.” Some 
of this trouble may be because he 
asking these ewes to breed well ahead 
of the usual breeding scason. Even 
though ewes of fine wool breeding 
are superior im this respect, thev do 
not breed quite as well off) scason 
as thev do dunng the usual season 
Most sheepmen would consider hi 
breeding results excellent

LARGE RUNS WEAKEN SHEEP 
AND GOAT PRICES IN TEXAS 


APRIL OFFERED a varicty of un 
usual developments im livestock trad 
ing. Some of the largest cattle runs 
in many vears arrived at several of 
the country’s leading stockvards 
Hogs brought the highest prices since 
August of 1952 at most poimts. And 
for the first time mm about seven vears, 
beef on the hoof sold cheaper per 
pound than hogs on the hoof. Also, 
the largest sheep and lamb run since 
last September came into ‘Texas 
stockvards. 

Those are a few highlights of live 
stock trading during the first part of 
April, according to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Production and 
Marketing Administration 

With the large supply of sheep and 
lambs on sale in ‘Texas and further 


declines im dressed lamb prices at 
wholesale centers, live market values 
weakened  slightl on most classes 


However, spring lambs escaped the 
downward trend and even made a 
slight gain at Fort Worth 

Marketing of sheep and lambs in 
Texas from April 1-20 brought in 54, 
500 head 47,800 at Fort Worth 
and 6,700 at San Antomo. ‘The run 
was not only more than twice as large 
as the same period last month and a 
third larger than a vear but it 
was also the largest supply for a sim 
ilar period ‘Pexas 95,000 
head arrived last September 


ago, 


Fully half of the ran was comprised 
of old-crop shorn slaughter lambs 
Spring lambs made up around 25 to 
30 per cent of the supply, leaving 
only a few feeder lambs, aged sheep 
and vearlings 

Good pre-Kaster demand for dress 
ed lamb and relatively small supplies 
of spring lambs at that time were 
the main. stabilizing factors the 
market for springers. Although prices 
worked consistently after Eas 
ter im line with a trend on 
dressed lamb, spring lambs managed 
to show a 50¢ advance for the period, 
April 1-20, at Fort Worth. San An 
tonio’s prices showed no change 
from March's close, though 

Fort Worth sold choice 
grade spring lambs at $24 to $25 per 
100 pounds, the latter price highest 
last September. Utility and 
good offermgs went at $20 to $23.50 
San Antomo listed good 
springers at $20, with a few sales up 
to $21.50

Very few wooled slaughter lambs 
were offered as most of the supply 
was shorn. Net price changes for the 
month ranged from steady to 50k 
lower at Fort Worth and from steady 
to $5c lower at San Antonio. Good 
and choice shorn lambs went on 
slaughter account at $19 to $19.50 
in kort Worth and at $17 to $17.65 
im San Antonio. Utility and good lots 
spread from SIS to $18.50 at Fort 
Worth. 

Hardly any vearlings arrived at San 
Antonio. ‘The few offered at Fort 
Worth took a loss of $2, as good and 
choice grades crossed the scales at 
S15 to S16. 

In spite of the small supply, ewe 
prices ranged from 50c to $1 lower 
at Fort Worth and from 50¢ to $1.50 
lower at San Antomo.

Mr. Edgar Deen 
Manager of the Southwestern Exposi 
Fat Stock Show, was not 
disposed to agree with the 
mendation of the growers 
woaght limit be lifted The 
limit of 105 pounds is that which ts 
recommended by the packers and 
heavier lambs going to the market 
either direct or through the show 
carry a definite penalty. “The

B. B. INGRAM, Jr., whose ranch is 
just ten miles cast of Sheffield, three 
miles south of Highway 290, is the 
proud owner of a brand new. water 
well just drilled and installations for 
the water's use completed by Hicks & 
Puckitt Hardware Company of San 
Angelo. ‘This well is no little squirt as 
it furnishes in excess of 2,000 gallons 
of water per minut 

The well is significant in that it is 
the first to furnish water in irngating 
quantities in the locality. It ts only 
100 feet deep, the water is being 


pumped from 50 feet but the total 
draw-down of the well is only to 32 
feet below the surface 

The water from this well is remark 
able in that it is free of salt, much 
more desirable than that from the 
Pecos River which hes about one-half 
mile to the west. 

Immediately upon the installation 
of the pump and other equipment, 
water was turned into the ditches and 
borders of the 46 acres of ranch land 
which had been cleared, prepared and 
planted in alfalfa.
